Terms of Treaty
Are Made Kown

Our Government Promises Much
in Return for What Panama
Cedes to Us.

Washington, Nov, 18.—The Pansma
Commissionere, Dr Amador and Fred-
rico Boyd, today consulted with Min-
ister Bunau-Varilla and Frank De
Pavey, of New York, legal adviser to
the legat'on, They read over the treaty
signed yesterday by Mr. Hay and M.
PunapsVarilla, and disoussed its terms
and provisions in detall, It met thelr
hearty approval. .

Under the treaty the United States
guarantees and agrees to maintain the
Independence of Panama, It s sald
that this clause was Insarted In order
tu met at rest all questions as to the
recognition of Panama as an Iindepend-
ent natlon by other governments

The United States undertakes to con-
struct modern systems of sewern, water
woirks for tthe cities of Panama and
Colon’ and has the right to colléct tolls
tor & period of 60 years to repay the
‘cont of conmtructlon, At the end of 50
yoara the ssewers and waler works be-
come the property of Panama end

Colon,

The republic of Panama cedes to the
United States five miles on ench wide of
the canal and three marine leagues Kt
each termiial, The repyblic grants to
the United Btates the right to exercise
(he wame powor and authority over
such Iands “as if it were sovereign.”

The trealy provides also that the
ports of Panama snd Coloo shall be
freo to the commerce of the world and
that no duty shall be Imposed except on
merchandise destined fof comsumption
into the republic of Panama, and on
vessals which touch at Colon and Pan-
ama and do not crons the canal.,

In another articlethe republic of Pane

cemaions to the United Btates, ns wei]
the Panama rallroad, and all or part
of the shares of that company. 1t is

vided for In section 1 of article IIT of
the Hay-Puuncefole treaty of Novem-
bér 14, 1901; that rhe republic of Pana-
ma shall have the right to transport
over the canal its vesséls, troops and
munitions of war, at all times, free of
charge; that the republic of Panama
agrees lo cancel any treaty with a
third power which in any manner mod -
ifles or conflicts with this convention,

Atfitude of Catholic Church to
New Republic of Panama
to Be Friendly.

¢ Pinama, Nov. 19, ~The relations of
the republic of Panama and the Roman
Catholle church will show no depart-
ure from Lhose that exist between
1tome and the Colombian government,
The minister of foreign affalrs sent a
cable dispateh today to Cardinal Merry
Del Val, the papal secretary of state,
in whizh he pecited the fact that the
ithmius had declared fts independence;
that a governor was In charge of the
junta. and that he new republic had
been recognized by several great pow-
ers. The minister begged the papal
secretary (o present his geepectful sal.
atntion to Pope Plus X and expressed
the wish that the vatican recognize
the Punama republic.

PERU DEPLORES IT.

Lima. Peru, Nov. 19.—President Can-
damo, replying to & cablegram received
from President Marroguin, of Colombia
sald:

“T'he separation of Panama, which
my government deplores, presents an
apparently irremediable altuation, in
the presence of which Peru can only
express regret at the loss suffered by
an Anerican republic with which |t
has always tried to maintain the most
friendly relations.™

Prepara-
tions for the execution are complete,
and | unless the unexpected happens,
Horn will be hanged tomorrow fore-
nonn

Governor Ch?ttarton tonight request-
ed the Assoclated Press to state posi-
tively that he had lssued orders to the
militia to ghoot Tom Horn in case of an
attack on the Cheyenne jall.

Horn was given letters from his two
sistrs tonight, one In Canada and one
in Missouri. Thelr heartbreaking
farewelis failed to break down his matr-
velous composure, .

Horn accepted religion tonlght and
prayed with Rev. Watson, who vislted
the prison with a choir, Horn reallses
his positlon, and says he will die like
mnit.

Boston,Nov. 19.—The American Fed-
eration of Labor today disposed sum-
marily of the “opem shop” issue, as
ralsed In the case of Willlam A, Miller
now employed In the government print-
ing office at Washington, angd the Mil-
ler came ltaslf, by unanimousld declar-
Ing in favor of union shops in govern.
ment as well ag In private enterprises,
und by petitioning President Roose-
vell to re-examine the evidence offlered
wgninst Miller, and if verified, to re-
move Miller,

Although the resolution adopted pre-
sented the federation’s view on both
"open shop” and the Miller case, the
Issues were kept enfirely distinet, The
re-examination of Miller was not re-
guested because Miller is n noiunjon-
ist, a clreumstance formerly urged as
the reason for his removal, but because
the federation believes Miller to be
totally unfit to be in charge of wotking
people.

Renolutions were adopted favoring
ronstruction of the Panama canal by
citigenn of the United States; urging
that the Chinese exclusion act be made
to apply In the Phillppines and Ha-
wallan Islands; favoring woman suff-
